portion of the human body. There 
is a common belief that if you pull 
one gray hair, seven new gray hairs 
will come in its place. 


We believe today that the color of 


the hair is due to pigment in the 
shaft. Prom out' knowledge of the 
hair and of the rate at which chang- 
£s take place in the body tissues, 
it seems unreasonable to believe thaat 
the long hair of a woman could com- 
pleniely lose al lof its pigment in 24 
hours or, in fact, even in a week ,as 
has sometimes been claimed. No one 
has been able to find a single au- 
thentic instance in which the hair 
of any human being turned gray over 
night.

Of course, the curse had nothing 


whatever to do with the early gray- 
ing of the hair. It has been established 
by scientific studies of heredity that 
only those who have premature gray- 
ness of the hair can transmit the 
condition to their children.
